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third quarters the death rate of males showed a decrease of 0.6, and 
that of females a decrease of 0.8, per 1,000 living. Out of equal 
numbers living, the deaths of males were to those of females as 118 is 
to 100, the proportion in the third quarters of the ten preceding years 
having been 117 to 100. 

MORTALITY FROM CERTAIN EPIDEMIC DISEASES. 

The 133,511 deaths from all causes include 23,235 that were attrib- 
uted to diarrhea, 2,373 to measles, 2,140 to whooping cough, 1,217 
to diphtheria, 851 to fever, 767 to scarlet fever, and 134 to smallpox.

Total number of deaths, 360, including diph- 
theria 6, enterie fever 10, scarlet fever 8, whooping cough 1, and 53 
from tuberculosis.
